WASHINGTON, Jan. 20. 

T IS my custom when visiting a State or a city for the purpose of 

| studying its government, to make my first formal call on the head of 

that government. The first man you meet in the street can usually 
direct you right, but he won't; not the first time. We Americans are charter- 
blinded; we think our constitutions describe our government. Consequently 
the first direction of the first man you meet in the street is to his Governor 
or the Mayor. Since my subject is-the actual government, not the paper thing 
I boned over in college, my inquiry is for the actual, not the figurehead of the 
city or the State. And the moment that is made clear to the man in the 
sireet (almost any man in almost any street) he will exclaim: 

“Oh, you mean the boss!” Then he will smile and name his boss, 

Why the smile? It is.no laughing matter. 

Wherever there is a boss, there our representative democracy has ceased 
to exist. We do not see it 50. We call ourselves a practical people, and we say 
there must be a_ boss. 

This is a theory, and false. Leaders there must he, but our leaders do 
not have to be our masters, rulers, bosses. Do they? I think not, but IT don't 
know. All I am sure of is that wherever there is a boss, there a revolution has 
happened; slowly, gradually, without shock of violence, perhaps; but none the 
less, practically, a revolution. And where in our cities and states has not this 
second American revolution happened? Who is the head of your city? Who is 
the head of your State? Who is the actual head of the government of the 


United States? 
SOME STRIKING ILLUSTRATIONS. 

Usually easy, sometimes this question is hard to answer. What citizen 
of New York, for example, can tell you who is the head of his State govern- 
ment’? Senator Thomas ©. Platt, the Republican boss, used to be, but he grew 
old, and in a moment of weakness and folly, he broke the cardinal rule of the 
boss system. He named for Governor not a “safe man,” but his political 
lieutenant, Benjamin B. Odell. 

In any State where the governorship controls good graft and large pat- 
ronage, the Governor can be the boss, Goy, Odell was boss. And if such a Goy- 


still be boss. Gov. Odell knew how; Boss Platt had taugat him. 

Gov. Odell chose for his successor a man who was really and truly safe. 
He made a certain Mr. Higgins Governor, so ex-Goy. Odell remained the head 
of the actual government of the State of.

THE FEAR OF PUBLICITY. 

Now the force that keeps such fights within bounds is the fear of pub- 
icity. The insurance scandal brought a demand for publicity. If Gov. Hig- 
gins had held out, as he expected to do, against an investigation, all might 
have gone well. But a safe man is a timid man, and the very weakness that 
makes him a “good man for governor” in good times, renders him dangerous 
(to his boss) in a crisis. Gov. Higgins caved before the demand for an in- 
vestigation, and, as we all know, the light of publicity poured in upon the 
New York grafters, political and business, too. 

When you expose the business bosses back of the political bosses, the 
business bosses throw overboard their political bosses, just as in purely 
political crises the political bosses “drop” their governors and mayors. 

The business rulers of New York, to save themselves, dropped both Platt

Of ¢ourse that doesn’t mean that we may know about “unfinished busi- 
ness.” or business which it is in the publie interest to have concealed. But that 
isn’t the kind of information I want. And a day or two after this interview 
a subordinate official, who could throw light on a practice, which I heard was 
an abuse on the department to which he is assigned, was authorized to tell me 
all he knew. This information is against the interest of one of the interests 
real rulers of the United States.

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THE GAELIC REVIVAL. 

When Dr. Douglas Hyde comes to St. Louis as 
the leading representative of the Gaelic revival. the 
appeal he makes is not confined by the interests 
languages and literature 
rave. 

English literature is now being deeply affected 
by the spirit which moves Dr. Hyde. What is best 
in the British poetry of the present comes unmis- 
takably from the Gaelic revival. But aside from its 
literary influences, the movement offers the mod- 
ern mind a chance of escape from the decadence of 
materialism into the enthusiasms which belong to 
honesty and simplicity, 

The early literature of Ireland, a knowledge of 
which is being developed by the revival of the lan- 
guage, is one of the most remarkable primitive lit- 
eratures of the world. It ranks high above the early 
Saxon literature of England and is comparable only 
with the inheritance of English literature from the 
Celtic race, out of which Tennyson drew the mate 
rial to work on his attempt to make his “Idylls of 
the King” the national epic of England. 

Often remarkable in form as well as in spirit. 
the literary remains of the early Gaelic period have 
in them a spirit the modern world needs. It 
spirit free from the discouragements of failure, 
unconscious of disgrace and full of hope, as it is of 
the energy necessary to realize hope. It is only in 
the race expression of a later period that sadness 
and depression begin to appear as an undertone of 
the vivacity, the wit, the free play of fancy, which at 
all times and under the worst conditions character- 
ize every genuine and characteristic expression of 
the Irish mind. 

It is a striking fact that the earliest Irish man- 
uscripts have been found more or less recently in 
overhauling the archives of the oldest German 
monasteries. They were carried into Germany 
when Ireland was the most highly civilized country 
of Northern Europe and was fired with missionary 
zeal in carrying civilization to the rest. From this 
period, before its impulse was finally lost in the 
“Dark Ages,” we still have evidence of the sublimity 
developed by the primitive mind of Ireland. Early

The third annual report, just published, states there 
were 12,691 visits to the clinic in 1904 and 6828 children 
were treated, for whom 7065 teeth were filled and 79S 
were extracted and 4872 other children had their teeth 
examined. Since the introduction of the treatment 
there is a marked improvement in the general health 
of the public school children, and there is less head- 
ache, earache and stomach trouble. 


WIRE THROUGH YUCATAN. 

3elize, the capital of British Honduras, is now con- 
nected with the United States by the telegraph. In 
announcing this fact Consul Avery explains that for- 
merly messages were sent to New Orleans, then car- 
| ried every Thursday by mail to Bellze, requiring 
three days, or ten days if the weekly mail was 
missed at New Orleans. On Dec. 15 the first tele- 
gram ever received direct at Belize was delivered at 
10:30 a. m., having been dispatched at Louisville, Ky., 
at 3:30 p. m., Dec. 14. No tariff has ‘yet been fixed, 
but the probable through rate from the United States 
will be $1 a word. The new telegraph lines connect 
with the Mexican system. The Mexican Department 
of War erected the line from Payo Obispo, via Santa 
Cruz, to Peto, Yucatan—about 225 miles—in 1901, sole- 
ly for official purposes. Last November it was trans- 
ferred to the department of public works and its use 
granted to the general public. Payo Obispo, Mexico, 
is across the Rio Hondo, six miles from Sonsejo, 
BritisR Honduras. This gap in the telegraph line re- 
quires a boat as yet to carry the messages, but as 
soon as Mexican authority is granted a cable will 
be laid under the river. There will then be an un- 
‘broken line established from Belize to Galveston. 
‘The new line means much for American commercial 
interests in that region.

ALCOHOL FROM SAWDUST. 

“Prof. Alexander ‘Classen of the technical college at 
Aix-la-Chapelle, Germany, has worked out a thor- 
oughly practicable and commercially successful meth- 
od of making alcohol out of sawdust,’ says John _ 
Jenkins in an article, “Make Alcohol From Sawdust,’ 
in the February Technical World Magazine. ‘‘It dif- 
fers from the process formerly exploited, in that to 
convert the cellulose into glucose, gaseous sulphur- 
ous acid is utilized, instead of sulphuric acid, which 
it is difficult and costly to. remove. A remarkable 
feature of this process is the fact that the sawdust 
after. leaving the exhaustion vats, can be used for 
fuel; for, although its volume constantly diminishes 
after each step in the process, still its value as a fuocl 
remains unchanged, no component having a fuel 
value having been removed. The process is constant- 
ly being improved, and about 2 gallons of absolute 
alcohol is now obtained from a long ton of sawdust, 
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or about double that quantity of crude alcohol.

Ed Howe thus writes of probably the loneliest place 
on earth: ‘“‘About 1100 miles west of Honolulu we 
encountered the Midway Islands, a coral reef only a 
few feet above sea level, where a cable station is 
maintained. All cable messages from Japan, Manila, 
etc., are relayed there, and the cable operator has 
lived in the lonely place three ‘years. His wife, two 
assistants and several servants accompany him. The 
United States maintains 20 marines at the place. 
There is a good spring of water, but no vegetation; 
the surface of the main island fs covered with sand, 
but the cable operator manages to keep a few goats. 
Capt. Smith visited the place with the Siberia on his 
last trip, anchoring outside, as the harbor is very 
shallow. When the Siberia anchored there it was the 
first vessel the cable operator had seen in five 
months. You have noted in traveling lonely railroad 
stations, but you have never seen anything equaling 
in loneliness the cable station on the Midway Islands. 
This cable operator lives nearly three thousand miles 
from his nearest neighbor, in the middle of the Pa- 
cific Ocean.

Oblige Makers of the Alley 
Sphere to Find a Substitute

the trade, realize that there is likely 
to be within a few years a famine in 
the production of bowling balls made 
‘rom lignum vitae, and already the 
manufacturers find it qirncult to obtain 
heavy wood, which, at best, in recent 
years, has been poor in quality. Active 
steps are being taken to find: a gvod 
substitute for wood. 

Time was a dozen yeaTs ago when 
balls of good seasoned lignum vitae and 
almost black in color could be obtained. 
Such ballg weighed the full limit of 16 


pounds, and the few Sowlers who now 
have such fortunate possessions can 
eaSily obtain for them’ a price three 
times above their cost. There are, how- 
ever, very few balls of this kind, and 
the few were largely obtained from cut- 
ting over those used in the old German 
game, which had been seasoned for a 
great many years. 

The best lignum vitae is !mported 
from the West Indies and a good quality 
is hard to obtain at‘$75 to $100 a ton. 
The logs when received here are cut in- 
to cube-shaped blocks slightly larger 
than the regulation ball of 27 inches in 
circumlerence, and are given as much 
time as possible to season, although the 
great demand for bowling balls, owing 
to the rapid growth of the game, has 
shortened this period in recent years, 
and there are very few balls to be found 
in any alley that are free from cracks, 
particularly around the heart of the 
wood. The West Indies would is dark, 
heavier and less liable to ‘‘check up 





than any other. Balls from this wood 
range in weight from 14% to 15% pounds. 
Very few welgh above 16% pounds, and 
it would be very difficult to find one of 
, 16 pounds. 


Cheap Substitutes. 


A cheaper quality of wood is quebra- 
cho, commonly known 4s African lig- 
which comes from South 
This is much lighter. In 
weight and color, being of a reddish 
and light yellow, and averaging in 
weight about a pound less than the 
West India wood. Balls from this wood 
are not in great demand by tournament 
bowlers, and are better suited to the 
use of women. They give good service 
however, and wear well in alley patron- 
age,

alley visitor might think of. Lig- 
num vitae is quickly affected by 
heat and cold, and bowlers who have 
taken balls from a warm room into the 
cold air in winter have found that 
they would “check up’”’ the small cracks 
closing, however, with much usage. 
Balls kept in extremely damp and dry 
places, particularly the latter, also have 
effect on the waod. 

One bowling enthusiast today showed 
to a reporter a bag made of billiard ta- 
ble cloth, the outside being of sheep- 
skin. This bag, it was claimed, was 
an absolute protection for the ball kept 
in this bag all summer had: been taken 
out in. the fall in absolutely perfect. con- 
dition, being entirely free from cracks. 


The Loaded Ball. 


To the great scarcity of heavy wood 
was due the invention of the loaded 
ball in Chicago about four years ago. 
The limit of weight had been fixed at 
16 pounds, but as very few balls could 
be obtained of that weight it was re- 
garded as perfectly legitimate for a 
bowler to make up the weight deficien- 
ey by boring a hole through the center 
and itmserting a slug of lead, the hole 
being later plugged with wood at each 
end. It is possible that the loaded ball 
would still be in use, Wut the giants in 
the game raised the weight limits 
above 20 pounds in some instances and 
and the pin boys said they were being 
overworked, 

The object of manufacturers now is to 
find a good substitute for wood, and 
they have been experimenting along this 
line for sevéral years. Finally, -after 
un expense of .more than $20,000, a. ma- 
terial has been found that is giving rea- 
sonably good results. The composition is 
a secret, except that rubber is used 
quite extensively .in the manufacture, 
which is being conducted in the compo- 
sition poolball plant at the immense 
works of a company in Chicago.

GUAYAQUIL, Ecundor, Jan, 20.— 
Two bundred persons were killed or 


wounded in the fight here. 


GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador, Jan. 20.—The 
Government of Bcuador has been over- 
thrown and Quito, the capital, has been 
occupied by Gen. Eloy Alfaro, leader of 
the revolutionists. The occupancy took 
place at 3 p. m. Thursday. 

A junta of notable persons met in the 
Government Palace here at 4 p. m. to- 
day and formed a new government. 

President Baquerizo Moreno assumed 
the executive power, establishing the 
capital here and appointing a new min- 
istry. 

Rioting followed. 
the afternoon attacked the prisons, lib- 
erated the political prisoners, and 
afterwards captured the police bar- 
racks, where the rioters obtained pos- 
session of a number of rifles and some 
eannon. Rifle shots later were heard 
in all parts of the city and the rioters 
became s0 boldethat they 
battalion of artillery. Many 
were killed or wounded on both sides 
during the fighting. 

Ministry Lasts One Hour. 

The new ministry, however, | only 
lasted one hour. The people rejected 
the administration of Baqueiizo Moreno 
and proclaimed as President Gen. Eloy 
Alfaro, the former President of Eeuacor 
and leader of the revolution, and in his 
absence Dr. Emilio Arvalo assumed the 
civil and military authority. ae 

A great panic prevailed here during 
the evening, and in the midst of the 
disorder Gen. Leonidas Plaza, minister 
of Weuador to the United States, who 
arrived here Jan. 18 and assumed chief 
command of the army in its operations 
against the rebels, escaped from the 
city and embarked on board the Chilian 
steamer Loa, which leaves here tomor- 
row for Panama.

ALGECIRAS, Spain, Jan. 20.—Behind 
the screen of amiability that envelops 
the relations of the enveys of the pow- 
ers in the Moroccan conference, a ris- 
ing feeling of distrust is observable, due 
seemingly to the unwillingness of both 
France and Germany to define their po- 
sitions beyond reaffirming, now some- 
what wearisomely, their adherence to 
the open- door, the soveréignty of the 
Sultan and the integrity of his terri- 
tories. 

The French delegates in all their con- 
versational reconnaissances with their 
opponents haye been unable to learn 
precisely what is the position of Ger- 
many nor apparently have the German 
representatives been able to ascertain 
the joint intentions of France and 
Great Britain. 

Extreme caution and -lack of confi- 
dence have begun to destroy the favor- 
able atmosphere for negotiations which 
was created by the courtesies and as- 
surances of the first days. 

There is a feeling among the Ambas- 
sadors of the less interested powers 
that trouble is in sight. The Moroccan 
delegates have become conscious of this, 
and take satisfaction therefrom. 

The earnestness of the Moroccan dele- 
gates over the urgency for foreign pre- 
vention of the contraband trade in arms 
amuses the Morocco specialists in the 
conference, as the son of the Mohammed 
El Torres, head of the Moroccan mis- 
sion, has grown rich out of the Miicit 
traffic in arms and several other per- 
sons of the Sultan's court are engaged 
in this business. Smuggled cartridges 
are said to be sold regularly along the 
coast and cast-iron rifles are specially 
made for the African trade at $6 
apiece.

‘There has been much talk since the 
recent elections of doing away with the 
old political parties or of forming a new 
one. “The first would be impossible, and 
the second is entirely unnecessary. The 
two great political parties can furnish 
every element of governmental reform, 
when coupled with a large and healthy 
measure of political independence. It 
is umnecessary in furtherance of moral 
principles to destroy old parties, but it 
is heCessary to overthrow the corrupt 
elements in all parties. 

Laws Annulled by Kixecutives. 

“The greatest enemy to representative 
government, the root of all evil in pub- 
lic affairs, is lawlessness. In a republic 
the government rests entirely upon the 
law, which the people make for them- 
selves. The law represents’ the sov- 
ereignty of the people, and the rule of 
law means the rule of the people, for 
a majority of the people make the laws. 
It is more difficult, however, to get good 
laws enforced than it is to enact them. 
The easy nullification of laws by ex- 
ecutive officials is one of the great- 
est evils of our. day. Too many 
officials fee] themselves more bound by 
what they think is public sentiment than 
by the law. 

“No official has the right to violate 
the oath he takes to enforce the law 
simply because some people do not want 
the law enforced.’ If public sentiment 
is to be the arbiter of whether laws are 
to be enforced or not, laws lose all their 
solemnity and binding force. But an 
active public conscience all over the 
land today is now demanding that every 
official keep his oath inviolate. We 
need more respect for existing law 
rather than more laws. The carpora- 
tion magnate should be compelled to 
respect the law that regulates the con- 
duct of the corporation as he asks oth- 
ers to reSpect the law fhat protects the 
property of the corporation, The an- 
arenv of capital breeding lawlessness 
should no more be tolerated than 
anarchy of labor breeding riot and dis- 
order. There is too little respect for the 
majesty of the law In America, and laws 
to be effective must be respected. The 
perpetuity of the Government depends 
upon the manner in which the laws of 
that Government are carried Out. The 
laws of a State are the. life of that 
State, and no man loves his State who 
deliberately disobeys its laws.

Stock Reached Treasury,

AUDITORS’ REPORT READY 


Company Was Once Saved From 
Collapse by Forced 
Loan. 


The joint subcommittee of the stock- 
holders and creditors of the Tennent 
Shoe Co., whose liabilities exceed as- 
sets by $523,878, will meet at the com- 
pany's offices, 1224 Washington avenue, 
tomorrow morning, to receive the report 
of the expert accountants, who have 
ey at work on the books since Fri- 
aay. 

William C. Little of the brokerage 
oS Ps ge 
firm of Little & Hays, who disposed of 
the $300,000 issue of preferred stock of 
the company, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday that he believed the 
experts’ report would show that only 
$100,000 of the $500,000 issue of common 
stock of the company had been paid 
into the treasury. 

This $100,000 in common stock repre- 
sented, as reported exclusively in Fri- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, the investments of 
old and confiding employes of the firm. 

One of these employes invested $17,- 
000, his savings of a lifetime. 


Common Stock Worthless. 


The common. stock is considered 
worthless and the investigators say the 
preferred creditors will scarcely realize 
5:per cenf on their subscriptions. 

The preferred stock was held by 
pioneer business associates of John H. 
Tennent, who recently resigned as pres- 
ideni of the company. 

Amour these was James C. Moore, 
who had !lrnown the elder Tennent inti- 
mately for 49 years. 

Mr. Moore’s loss, it is said, will ap- 
proximate $40,000. 

It developed yesterday that in the fall 
of 1904 the Tennent Shoe Co. was in 
desperate financial straits. 

It owed one St. Louls bank $150,000 and 
an additional loan of $50,000 was request- 
ed from the same bank by ‘‘Jack’’ Ten- 
nent, secretary of the company, on the 
plea that if the money was not forth- 
coming the “firm was apt to blosv up.” 

The banker loaned the $0,000 addition- 
al, and when this, together with the 
other loan of $150,000 was paid up, the 
banker refused to thave any further 
transactions with the company. 

The Third National, Merchants’-La- 
clede and Bank of Commerce threw out 
the company’s accounts because of ir- 
regularities in its banking system. 

A St. Louis banker who had extensive 
dealings with the firm thus explained 
this system: 

Drew on Alternate Banks. 


“The company carried an account in 
Several banks. The names of these insti- 
tutions are withheld, but for purposes 
of illustration two may be known as 
the First and Second hanks. 

“The company would draw a check 
on the Second bank and have it cashed 
at the offtce of the First. 

“When this chock, in the course of 
24 or 36 hours, came back from the 
Clearing House, or before it came back, 
the company would draw a check on 
the First and deposit it at the Second 
to cover the check drawn in the first 
instance. 

‘This was carried on for six months 
before the bankers discovered it. 

“It was ascertained that between a 
Saturday and the next Monday a check 
would remain in the bank 3% hours be- 
fore going to the Clearing House. The 
Sunday holiday intervening gave an ad- 
ditional advantage to the plan.”

ness, the prices of real works of art 
have reached figures which would have 
feemed incredible 20 years ago, when 
collectors believed top prices had been 
touched. Take one example only: The 
Fragonard knocked down the other day 
at the Cronier sale for $85,000, was 
bought not 60 years ago for $12.50 from 
& Carpenter named Vautrin, who wag 
about to nail it up as a panel on wall 
of his dining room.

Disbursements for Relief of 


Workmen Exceed the An- 
nual Income.

Expense Was Greater Than In- 


come of $200,000 by 30 
Per Cent Last Year.

PITTSBURG, Jan. 20.—At the Car- 
negie interests throughout the Pitts- 
burg district there were posted today 
notices of the fourth annual report of 


the Carnegie Relief Fund. It is shown 
that during the year 1905 there was 
paid out by the relief fund to the 
workmen, injured, sick or superan- 
nuated, or to their families, $266,- 
290.1 

cn Jan. 1, 1902, Carnegie set apart 
$4,000,000 in Steel 56 per cent bonds, 
the interest to be applied to the relief 
of his workmen hurt in the service, 
*r in other need of help. The income 

m this fund is $200,000 per year, so 
the thinking part of the army of 
the workmen today, viewed with in- 
erest the figures, which show that 
the disbursement of last year was 
$66,290.15 in excess of the income. It 
is also shown that the disbursement 
Of 1904 was $241,288.32, or $41,288.32 
in excess of the income for that vear. 
Both of these overdrafts were made 
up from an overplus and sinking fund 
from the years 1902 and 1903, when 
the disbursements were less than the 
income. 

It seems plain now that unless Car- 
negie gives more money to the relief 
fund there must be a cutting down of 
the pro rata benefits, or there must be 
a falling off in accidents, deaths and 
retirements under the old age clause. 
Up to date $737,144 has been paid out 
of the fund. 

There are included in the lists of 
those benefited 64 plants of the H. C. 
Frick Coke Co. and 27 mills in the 
Pittsburg district, as well as half a 
hundred plants in the ore country of 
the Great Lake region. No detailed 
report of the number of men or fam- 
‘jlies helped during the year have been 
made public. 

There is a rumor here that Mr. Car- 
negie will be.asked to add $1,000,000 
to his relief fund.

THE MISSISSIPPI REPORT | 





Make Railroad Laws and Delay 
Crisis Is Entomologist’s 
Idea. 


ge 
Bpecial to the Post-Dispatck. 

JACKSON, Miss., Jan. 20.—In his re- 
port to the legislature Prof. Glenn W. 
Herrick, State entomologist, reviews 
the work he has done under the special 
act passed at the last session toward 
preventing the introduction of the boll 
weevil into Mississippi. The report is 
goniewhat discouraging in its forecast 
for the future. On this point Prof. Iler- 
rick says: 

“In the light of our most 
knowledge, it is a foregone conclusion 
that no iaws, however stringent or well 
executed, will permanently prevent this 
insect from entering Our State. Those 
that have lived and worked with the 


boll weevil for the past four or five 
years have consistently predicted its 
eventual spread over the larger part, if 
not all, of the cotton growing area. 
Prof. Herrick then reviews the rapid 
ess of the insect and the manner 
of its propagation since its introduc- 
tion into the United States. He then 
makes the following suggestions as tv 
the kind of legislation that is needed: 

“In view of the fact that this inseot 
migrates many miles through its pow- 
ers of long-sustained flight it is useless 
to attempt to retard its progress perima- 
nently through any expensive methods 
of quaraniine. It would be useless to 
appropriate ten or twenty thousand dol- 
lars, thinking that by a strict method 
of quarantine and a multitude of in- 
spectors we could permanently exclude 
tne weevil from the State. The impos- 
sibility of exciuding an insect, in the 
habit of flying 20 or 30 miles over the 
tops of forest trees, from any definite 
area or given territory, is obvious. It 
seems to me that the rational thing to 
do is to prevent the weevil from enter- 
ing the State by railroad means just as 
long as we can. That is, we should not 
allow the weevil to enter the State in 
freight shipments of cotton, cotton seed 
hulls, etc., if we can possibly prevent it. 
In other words, exclude the weevil until 
it enters by natural migration. I be- 
lieve this is the only thing we can hope 
to accomplish. To attain this end the 
Legislature will need to re-enact a law 
similar to the present one, but broader 
in its scope.’’

ORMONDE, F.a., Jan. 20.—A_ short 
time ago the buzzsaw of a planing mill 
at Montbrooke, Fla., in outting up’a 
pine tree brought to light a Roman coin 
dated 4088 B. C. The Smithsonian Insti- 
tuition, after inspection, has decided the 
money genuine. 

The saw in striking the silver coin 


embedded deep in the big pine log, nat- 
urally made a rasping sound. 

As something bright was seen to- fall 
into the pit, the workmen guessed that 
one of the saw teeth had been broken 
off, but the saw, on being stopped, was 
found uninjured, so a hunt was made in 
the pit and the coin was discovered. 

The history of the coin can only be 
conjectured. It probably was a piece 
carried by some Spanish soldier. The 
chances are that, being surprised or 
threatened by Indians, the Spaniard se- 
creted the coin under the bark of a 
tree, expecting to recover it later on. 
Perhaps the redskins never permitted 
him to return, or maybe he lost his 
bearings. 

After a few years the bark grew en- 
tirely around it, and later the fiber of 
the tree. The coin still remains bright 
and shows little wear. 

Jt is the property of F. E. Crawford. 
Florida anthropologists think it one of 
the most interesting finds for a long 
time.

New York Buyers Shunned| 


Yearlings That Are 
Winners. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—About four 
years ago a string of high-class year- 
lings, the property of Mrs. James B. 
Ferguson, were shipped East from 
Kentucky to be sold at the yearling 
sales here. Only three of the young- 
sters were disposed of, and then the 
sale was declared off, as no one would 
offer a bid for them. 

Since that time Garnet 
has been able to make a name for 
himself as a trainer, and also a fof- 
tune, as the owner of a strong racing 
stable. 

One of the yearlings in the lot, for 
which no one would offer a bid, was 
the now 65-year-old bay colt, Bear- 
catcher, by St. Georg Sallie McAl- 
lister. This colt has been racing 
throughout the winter, and is consid- 
cred the racing king of California. 
Another in the string was Military 
Man, as were Buccaneer, St. George 
Jr., St. Noel and Lord Wadsworth, 

The vearlings were shipped back to 
Kentucky, and shortly afterward they 
were sold for a good sum to the wife 
of Garnet t erguson, whom the young 
turfman married while his father was 
doing the starting at the old Bay Dis- 
trict track near San Francisco. 

All the money which was paid for the 
horses was won back when Bearcatcher 
was a 2-year-old, and the horse also 
won a lot of money for the young turf- 
man as a 3year-old, winning’ eight 
races, including the) September Stakes. 
Last summer this good colt was brought 
East by rareene. but he did not do 
well, being on the ailing list, and the 
trip was a financial failure. 

Since going to California this winter 
the eolt has rounded to his old form, 
and is winning many races for his own-. 
er, who is reported to be away ahead on 
the season. The colt is now in his best 
form. and it is probable that Ferguson 
may again come East this season and 
send Bearcatcher along against some 
of the cracks in this section.

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Thomas O’Coneannon, organizer in 
chief of the Gaelic League in Ireland, 
who accompanied Dr. Douglas Hyde to 
America and acts in a way as his ad- 
vance agent, reached St. Louis vester- 
day and was present at the auction 
sale of seats for the lecture at the 
Odeon next Tuesday night, in which Dr. 
Hyde will tell of the Gaelic revival. 

The lecture is to be given under the 
auspices of the United Irish Societies. 
The auction sale was held in a parlor 
at Hotel Jefferson, and resulted in the 
sale of 17 boxes for $874, the remainder 
being reserved for sale at the box office. 

Mrs. Thomas paid the highest price 
for a single box—$78—and took another 
at $50. R. C. Kerens and the Irish Na- 
tionalists paid $75 each for boxes, the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians $6, Judge 
O'Neil Ryan $5, P. R. Fitzgibbon $55. 
J. Sheehan $30, Festus J. Wade $50, W. 
lL. Perkins $5 and 
George Wilson $25. The Ancient Order 
of Hibernians took a second box at $50. 
The others were taken by various Irish 
orders. 

The Gaelic League, which ts described 
as the center atrout which the United 
Trish Societies revolve, has as its pur- 
pose, Mr. O’Concannon says, the na- 
tionalization of Ireland. It is not, he 
explains, solely Nnguistic; it works to 
revive the Irish language, Irish indus- 
tries, Irish treditions, songs, plays, folk 
lore and racial spirit. 

Doing this, Mr. O’Concannon =§ says, 
does not mean taking the Irish people 
back to the time when they ceased 
speaking the language generally, more 
than a century ago. It means reknit- 
ting the thread of Irish intellectual life, 
which the imposition of English cus- 
toms sundered. 


Paper From Peat Bogs. 


“All the industries in Ireland have 
received impetus by reason of the 
leagues work,’ Mr. O’Concannon said, 
“because the league insiats that its 
members shall patronize Irish indus- 
tries. Within the past 18 months 
three new woolen factories have been 
established, two bacon curing plants, 
with capitalizations ranging from 
$75,000 to $100,000; a shoe blacking 
factory—-something unknown in Ire- 
land 10 months ago—a suspender fac- 
tory and many others. Development 
in all lines of commercial activity has 
been marked, and is in largest part 
due to the work of the league. 

“The peat bogs in Ireland have -been 
found available for making paper, and 
T belleve American capital will soon 


be interested in this line or produc- 
tion. Indeed, I believe American capi- 
tal will soon be generally interested 
in Irish industries, 

“The league has brought about the 
establishment of two factories for 
Irish harps and one for the Irish 
bagpipe. The national music has suf- 
fered greatly, and the instruments 
were falling !nto disuse. 

The league has brought together for 
the first time since the battle of 
Boyne, a people as far apart in po- 
and religious feeling as the 
North and South Poles.

Speculation in the grain pits shows 


little if any improvement and the tradé 
during the week was entirely of a pro- 
fessional character. Th actual ten- 
dency of prices was very hard to dis- 
cern and the close found neither the 
bulls nor the bears with any pronounced 
advantage. 


News generally would under ordinary 


circumstances have favored the decline, 
but market sentiment is inclined to be 
optimistic and the trade refuses to sell 
aggressively. 

Northwestern receipts and stocks con- 
tinue to be the most bearish influence, 
Minneapolis stocks showing an increase 
of 800,000 bu for the current week, and 
this following on very heavy increases 
for some weeks past. Local 
also continue liberal for this period of 
the year. 

Foreign news offset to a considerable 
extent any bearish sentiment created 
lovally, the reports from India being 
very bad and the drouth unbroken, Too 
much moisture was also indicated over 
the continent. Argentine advices were 
conflicting owing to weather condi- 
tlons and: it is now generally admitted 
by the trade that. the exportable sur- 
plus from this country. wiil-be small. 

Reports from the growing winter 
wheat area continue favorable. The re- 
cent snow covering has to a large ex- 
tent disappeared, leaving the plant exX- 
posed in some localities, but no damage 
is indicated. The snow was beneficial 
in providing moisture where needed. 
Corn would be improved by cold dry 
weather. 

The early cost demand was good 
the feature of this branch of the trade 
being the great scarcity of soft winter 
wieat, notwithstanding the fact that 
prices are the highest on the crop. This 
been a decided influence in local 
futures. In the latter part of the week, 
however, the demand was alow and 
millers awaiting lower prices before pur- 
chasing. 

The flour trade continues dull, al- 
though some improvement is noted from 
millers. In the Northwest also an im- 
provement is noted. Thea Minneapoils 
output during the previous week an- 
nounce 74,600 bbls, with 14 milis out 
and 21 mills running. Some sales of 
patents to the United Kingdom were 
worked in that city during the week. 

Corn was very quiet during the week- 
ly period and offerings of this grain con- 
tinue very limited. The price range fol- 
lowed closely the minor movements in 
wheat and closed with only small 
changes shown. Oats remain firm on @ 
good domestic and export aemauad. 

Australian wheat shipments this week 
were 1,584,000 bu, last week 672,900 bu, 
one year ago 1,062,090 bu. 

Broomhall estimates that the world’s 
wheat yg for Mondax will be 
about 8,800,000 bu, of which quantity 
Europe will take about 7,200,000 bu. He 
predicts there wiil be moderate changes 
in the quantity of breadstuffs on pas- 
sage.

Their girl- 
hood is prolonged. upon the average, not less than 
five years beyond the point where it ended for their 
mothers. Of this has also been true of 
Amerijgan girls everywhere; but the effect upon 
Western girls has been peculiar to the West.

jewels to England, he saved from the mob

No- 
where else in the world is there such a collection 
of jewels as these, and it is impossible even to guess 
at their value. Under ordinary circumstances they 
are kept in the treasure house adjoining the Palace 
of the Kremlin, in Moscow, and few persons are 
admitted to see them.

diamonds and other precious stones in proportion;

Hoodoo, bad luck or whatever it is that 
lays its terrors upon the Lane seat, it suffices unto 
the ends of all evil wishers. Men have laughed at 
it and declared their willingness to risk it. But 
there has never failed to come a day when the ex- 
pected happened. 

When Kansas heard that Senator Burton had 
heen indicted, it did not think of the Senator him-

Gov. Crawford appointed a successor to Lane in 
Edmund G. Ross. a Kansas journalist. Few 
litical careers in the West have been so full of hon- 
or in the beginning and so empty of honor in the 
end as was that of Ross. In some respects a bril- 
liant fellow, but without eminence, he suddenly 
found himself clothed with a proud office and seated 
in the halls of the great. It was but a temporary 
elevation at first, but his home people at Lawrence 
approved of him and so warmed the State to him 
that when the Leyislature assembled it elected him

His descent was as rapid as his elevation. Ross 
was one of the Kansans in the Senate when the im- 
peachment storm was raging about the head of 
Andrew Johnson. His was the memorable vote that 
saved Johnson, but it precipitated upon his own 
head the wrath of Kansas, which is a terrible thing. 

Kansas had appealed to Ross as few representa- 
tives of a people had ever been appealed to. She 
wanted to impeach Johnson. The rage with which 
she received the news that one of her own people 
had saved him from the ignominy of impeachmes? 
was a storm which stripped Ross of every vestige 
of strength, beat him out of office, broke him up in 
business, swept him out into the Southwest, where 
he became a peripatetic printer, and where he lives 
in oblivion today. 

The successor of Ross was spared by the Lane 
hoodoo for two years. He was elected by the Legis- 
lature of 1871, and was Alexander Caldwell of Leav- 
enworth. Two years after he iook his seat at 
Washington, he fell into obscurity, a political wreck.

Although this development of Cherry’s latent pow 
ers under cosmopolitan conditions which give real 
genius the encouragement it demands before it can 
rise, is still news to the St. Louis public in general, 
it is not wholly so by any means to some of his St. 
Louis acquaintances, who insisted on learning more 
about him in his apprentice days than he liked. Men 
who have been as long around police headquarters as 
Chief Desmond and veteran Tucker, come to recog- 
nize genius in a thief, even when he is passing for 
a mere “short-change man,” as Cherry did when 
he lived in cheap lodgings on Market street, near 
Twentieth.

OU are full of aerograms! The

if they were charged with potential as well asactive 
electrical power, the wireless operators would hold 
the life of the world in their hands. A swarm of 
them is constantly flying up and down the Atlantic 
Coast, seeking out ships that are fitted with instru- 
ments to attract the electrical sprites to a resting 


place. 
NEW YORK TO HAVANA. 


Around the wireless station at Havana they gath- 
er in a multitudinous mass, coming from all parts 
of the western world. ae: is one from New York, 
1200 miles away. It finds a congenial sphere at 
Havana and the operator, sitting somewhat sleepily 
at his desk, smiles to hear a captain out from 
Manhattan tell his owners that he is “147 miles out 
and will dock tomorrow at 3 o’clock.” Then the 
aerogram is gone again, and here comes a troop 
of them from Colon, away over on Panama, ‘where 
there is a Government station. They are hustled 
and elbowed, in the imaginative operator’s mind. by 
a host from San D Jomingo, nearer by, and from off the 
coast of South America, having their birth aboard 
some lonely United Fruit Co. steamer, comes another 
troop seeking an affinity to which they can give 
hews of the doings of craft and tradesmen and have 
it hurried on by aerogram relays to the headquarters 
_ New York. 

* This station at Havana is picturesque in the story 
of the aerogram, because it is at once the plying 
grounds and the commercial highway of wireless 
telegraphy. Because there was no competition on 
the water and because wireless telegraphy filled a 
want that could not otherwise be supplied, 
it was on the ships of the high seas that the 
first stations were constructed, sister stations being 
erected along the coasts. Many of the ships on 
the Atlantic, including United States Navy vessels, 
are fitted with the same system that: operates in 
East St. Louis. And all the ship instruments and 
those along the immediate coast line are “tuned” to 





jthe same degree of senstiveness, 80 & message 
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thrown off by any passing ship will be picxed up 
by whatever land station is within its territory, or 
by another ship. 

But the station at Last St. Louis is 20 times as pow- 
erful as those on board the ships that plow up and 
down the East Coast, and it is tuned to whatever 
chord is necessary to catch Chicago or Kansas 
City; the two cities it works with most frequently. 
It also takes New York occasionally—in fact, 
frequently—but no commercial business is transacte| 
direct with New York from the East St. Louis 
tower, as it is more certainly accurate if the mes- 
sage is sent to Chicago and relayed through. 

But, by one chance or another, the East St. Louis 
station may be grasping out of the upper nothing- 
ness aerograms from any of these stations men- 
tioned and pulling them straight through your 
body to the wires that lead them down to the 
operator at his desk. Or any of the others may be 
working through you with the same intense aciiy-
